NATAL. 


The ‘Natal Government Gazette” of 9th ult. publishes, for 

eneral information, the report of the Durban 
Mavhenr Werks one Harbour Enquiry Committee, who were 
appointed to enquire into the requirements of 
the Inner Harbour of Natal, the future facilities required and the 
best means of carrying out the same. 

Under the heading of present requirements, the report states 
that the witnesses, though differing considerably on some questions, 
are in agreement as to the more pressing wants of the port, which 
may be summarised as follows :— 

First, and by far the most important, is the necessity for 
improvement to the harbour entrance. This subject is, however, 
outside the scope of the enquiry. 

Second.— More wharfage, more accommodation, special berths for 
regular lines of steamers and for special cargoes, more deep water 
moorings, more storage room and stacking ground, facilities for 
boat builders and the fishing industry, and an area for repairing 
shops. Government’ cold storage, with a bonded cold store near a 
wharf, is very urgently required. 

Third.—Greater despatch in dealing with, and removing, cargoes 
after landing. This embraces such subjects as deficient railway 
power to remove goods, including lack of shunting engines, and 
lack of mechanical appliances to save hand labour in transporting 
and moving cargo. [ 

Fourth.—A large dry dock, and also slipways.

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At the conclusion of the report the Committee give a list of 
recommendations from which the following have been extracted :— 

1. That no efforts should be spared to deepen and improve the 
entrance to the harbour. This is the pivot on which everything 
turns. 

2. That the unfinished portions of the present quay walls should 
be completed and equipped as fast as it is possible to get them done. 

8. That the reconstruction of the old wharf be given out to 
contract as soon as possible. 

4, That the completed portion of the Bluff wharf be provided 
with suitable appliances, and used to relieve the Point side as much 
as possible. 

5. That tenders be called for for the construction of what remains 
to complete the first section of 2,550 ft. of wharf on the Bluff side, 
including tenders for the dredging. That the plans for the 
remaining two sections of the Bluff wharves be got ready, so that 
tenders can be obtained for this work when thought desirable. 

6. That a comprehensive scheme of development should be 
obtained from the engineers, so designed that each section as 
constructed will form part of a complete plan. 

9. That the Government advisers be asked to consider the 
possibility of improving the mechanical equipment of the port, 
including a thorough enquiry into the claims put forward of 
electrical power. 

10. That all large works be undertaken by contractors rather 
than departmentally, including even dredging, for which part of 
the Government plant might be hired under proper conditions. 

11. That the railway must be made to keep pace with the 
port. It will be absolutely useless to make large provision for 
increasing the facilities of the port if the cargoes cannot be carried 
to their destinations with reasonable despatch. Further, the 
management must not starve the port for want of proper equip- 
ment, such as shunting engines and travelling cranes.

Purges. impetus to the sale of articles employed for 
lighting and heating purposes. 

Metallic lamps are preferred in Tunis, especially the nickel- 
plated varieties. These are imported mainly from two Austrian 
manufactories whose terms are strictly cash. The glass lamps 
offered for sale in Tunis are of Bohemian make. France supplies 
the costly varieties of lamps as well as hanging lamps in compe- 
tition with German manufacturers whose exports, it is said, are 
tending to diminish. To obtain a footing in the market, manu- 
facturers must, in the opinion of the Belgian Consul-General, send 
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to Tunis lamps that are cheap and light, and fitted with ordinary 
burners. 

The United States make a speciality of oil stoves for cooking 
and warming purposes. These emit no smoke and burn with a 
blue flame. In these stoves the petroleum is led to the burners 
by a pipe regulated by pressure taps. The burners have three 
divisions thoroughly perforated. The petroleum heated by an 
asbestos wick is converted into gas which, mixing with air in a 
certain proportion, circulates in the burner, and burns with a 
bright blue flame. The asbestos wick is then extinguished and 
the gas is produced automatically by the heat obtained. 

Stoves having from one to five burners are very popular, 
especially in the country districts, by reason of their cheapness 
and the limited consumption of petroleum. 

Petroleum stoves are beginning to be used for heating purposes, 
but their price is still too high. A cheap article would, it is said, 
be assured of success on the market.

leased to English, American, German, and French firms. Messrs. 
Bell, Bell & Co,. who are being energetically supported by the local 
Consuls, offer to act as manufacturers’ agents, samples being carried 
by their travellers on periodical journeys, and circulars and price lists 
discreetly distributed. The “Gazette” adds that the scheme is an 
excellent one, and in the hands of such a pushing firm cannot fail 
to benefit manufacturers who give the exhibition their patronage.

PERMITS FOR NATAL NO LONGER REQUIRED.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Odessa—H.M. Consul-General at Odessa, in his recent report 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,904), writes that unless British 
firms either translate their catalogues into Russian, or, even 
better, send a good traveller, there seems little chance of their 
effecting any considerable increase of British exports to Russia 
or of their introducing any newones. He continues :—‘‘ At present 
the practice of British firms with regard to this matter seems to be 
quite different from that of their German and American competitors. 
It is not possible for me to know accurately how many British 
commercial travellers visit Odessa in the course of the year; they 
may come without my hearing of them. Butas faras my knowledge 
goes, both personal and from inquiry, they are extremely few.” 

“There are many British manufacturers and merchants whose 
time and energy are taken up in supplying the markets where they 
already have a footing; my remarks do not apply to them, but 
only to those who seek fresh markets. In order to create a 
demand for new goods in Russia it is plain that some efficient 
means of making them known must first be adopted. The futility 
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of the system of posting catalogues written in English to Russian 
merchants, is best recognised by considering whether a Russian 
merchant is likely to obtain orders from a British merchant, to 
whom he has posted a Russian catalogue with prices in roubles per 
arshine or poud delivered in Odessa.” 

“No doubt there are many British productions that cannot 
profitably be sold in Odessa, but I am sure that more might be 
introduced than now are imported. It seems to me that the right 
way to go to work for the introduction of a new commodity, would 
be first to send someone to find out what at present holds the 
market, and then to consider whether it cannot be displaced either 
by the same thing for less money, or a better thing for the same 
money.” 

“Mr. Vice-Consul Rees, of Theodosia, says:—‘I have received 
a large number of catalogues from British firms, but they are 
unfortunately printed in English, and as the traders here do not 
understand them, they are of little or no good to them, especially 
as the prices given are in English currency, and the prices quoted 
are for goods at the British works or f.o.b. at one of the British 

rts.’ 

** Catalogues to be of any use should be printed in Russian and 
the prices given in Russian currency, say c.i.f. Odessa or some 
other Russian Black Sea port to which regular lines of steamers 
run from the United Kingdom.’ 

*** Journeys of trade exploration seem to me most desirable. My 
district has roughly the same area and population as the Peninsula. 
It has many large towns. Besides Odessa with 460,000 inhabitants, 
Kieff with 248,000, Kharkof with 175,000 and Kishinef with 
109,000, there are nine towns with a population of over 50,000 
inhabitants, and there are 40 more towns with a population of over 
10,000 each.’

COAL PRODUCTION AND CONSUMPTION IN THE 
PRINCIPAL COUNTRIES OF THE WORLD. 


The following particulars relating to the production and con- 
sumption of coal in the principal countries of the world are 
extracted from a return [Cd. 328 of 1902] recently issued by the 
Board of Trade, particulars of which were given on p. 89 of last 
week’s issue of the “ Journal ” :— 

The following statement shows the production of coal in the five 
principal coal-producing countries of the world in 1899, 1900, and 
1901 :—

It will be seen that the amounts produced in 1901 were in most 
cases less than in the preceding year, although the prcduction of 
the United States still continues to increase, and has now for three 
consecutive years exceeded that of the United Kingdom. The 
production of Germany represents less than half, and that of 
France and Belgium together less than a quarter of the production 
of this country. 

The total known coal production of the world (exclusive of 
brown coal) is now nearly 700,000,000 tons (of 2,240 lbs.) per 
annum, of which the United Kingdom produces rather less, and 
the United States rather more, than a third. 

As compared with its population, the production of coal in the 
United Kingdom still surpasses that in the United States. It 
amounted to 5} tons per head of the population in 1900, and 
5} tons per head in 1901, whilst in the United States it is still 
only just over 34 tons per head. In Belgium it also amounts to 
about 34 tons per head, in Germany to rather less than 2 tons per 
head, and in France to about 4 ton per head. 

The following statement shows the production of coal in the 
principal British colonies and possessions in the year 1900. The 
amounts are in every case stated in tons of 2,240 lbs., the figures 
for Canada and Cape Colony having been converted for the

The growth in the output of British India (mainly Bengal) in 
recent years has been very rapid, and it is now double that of six 
years ago. It will be seen that New South Wales contributes no 
less than 54 million tons out of the total Australian output of 
under 64 million tons. In Australia as a whole, New Zealand and 
Canada, as well as in India, the output was greater in 1900 than 
any previously recorded. In both Cape Colony and Natal there 
was a falling-off. The latest figures for the coal production of the 
Transvaal relate to 1898, when it amounted to 1,908,000 tons. 
The output per head of population amounted in New South Wales 
to just over 4 tons, but in Australia as a whole it only reached 
about 13 tons. In New Zealand it was just under 1} tons, and in 
Canada about 1 ton. 

The consumption of coal in some of the chief consuming 
countries is shown in the following statement, in which the 
countries are given in the order of importance as coal consumers:—

The statistics of lignite production show that the principal pro- 
ducing countries are Germany, Austria, and Hungary, which in 
1900 produced 40,498,000 metric tons, 21,540,000 metric tons, 
and 5,130,000 metric tons respectively. The quantity of lignite 
produced in the United States is included in the figures for the 
production of coal already given. The latest available figures 
giving the production of lignite separately relate to 1892, when it 
amounted to 1,422,000 tons. In no other country does the 
quantity produced reach 1,000,000 tons. In the United Kingdom 
it has for some years been nil.

AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


SOUTH AFRICA. 


The Board of the Agent-General for 
. the Cape of Good Hope, a copy of the “‘ Govern- 
een a ment Gazette ” for the 13th of September last, 
Revised COtaining revised Regulations issued by the 
Director of Supplies, Johannesburg, in regard 
Beguls: to permits for the importation of goods. 
On the Ist September last, the following system for the 
presentation of indents came into force. 


Goods may, in future, be classified under the following 
headings :— 
Foodstuffs (including fresh vegetables and fruit, flour, mealies, 

mealie meal, mineral waters, and all articles for household 
consumption). 
Produce (including forage, grain, and all foods for animals). 
Soft goods (including boots and shoes). 


Mining requisites and machinery (including vehicles for mining 
purposes only, and excluding timber). 

Building materials (including bricks, cement, iron (manufactured) 
for building purposes, and all analagous bulky material for 
construction. Deals and logs are excluded). 

Timber.— Logs, deals and poles. 

Tron and steel unmanufactured. 

Hardware (including machinery (not for mining purposes), 
agricultural implements, ironmongery, paints, glass, china, 


and articles known commercially by the term ‘“ hardware” 
and not otherwise specified). 


Furniture (including pianos and organs). 
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Sundries.—Including drugs, fancy and sporting goods (except 
arms and ammunition), bicycles, stationery, jewellery, 
tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, and all other articles not other- 
wise specified. 

Oils and lubricants.—Including oils (illuminating and lubri- 
cating), grease, &c. 


Exceptions.—The exceptions to the above are :— 
Wines, spirits, beer, and all intoxicating liquors, live-stock, vehicles, 
arms and ammunition. 
All of these will be dealt with specially. No application for the 
importation of arms and ammunition which have not complied 
with Government Ordinance will be considered. 


Presentation of indents. 

Indents may accordingly be presented showing no other detail 
than simply the weight desired to be imported, under one or other 
of the above headings. Although applicants may wish to import 
under more than one heading, all may appear on the one indent 
(made as usual in duplicate). 

Indents for importations which come under the heading of 
“ Exceptions ” must be shown separately, each being provided for 
by a distinctive indent. 

Copies of Customs Declarations, 

Copies of Customs declarations and invoices need no longer be 

furnished to any Civil Supply Permit Office.

Regulations. On and after 15th September, 1902, the 

following regulations obtain :— 

1. Consignments and effects by passenger train.—No permits from 
this department will be required for consignments of any 
description by passenger train (except liquors). 

(This does not include goods in trucks attached to 
passenger trains.) 

2. Small parcels, &c.—Permits for small parcels oa consign- 
ments of goods up to, but not exceeding, 100 lbs. in 
weight, may be obtained from Civil Permit Controllers at 
Cape Town, Port Elizabeth, East London, Durban and 
Lourengo Marques. 

These permits will be issued at the discretion of the 
Controller, and are only intended to afford convenience in 
fulfilling urgent requirements of consignees. 
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3. Perishables—No permits will be required for consignments 
of “perishab'es” forwarded by recognised “ perishable 
train.” 

This does not include refrigerator or insulated trucks. 


4. Travellers’ samples.—Permits for travellers’ samples up to, 
but not exceeding, 2,000 lbs. gross weight, can be obtained 
on application to the “ Transvaal or Orange River Colony 
Enquiry Office,” Cape Town, also to Civil Permit Offices at 
Cape Town, Port Elizabeth, East London, Durban and 
Louren¢co Marques.

a period of not less than 14 days. 1fsheep, which have been imported 

from any of the Australian States or from New Zealand, they shall 

remain in quarantine for a period of 21 days, and if imported from 
other countries, for a period of not less than two months. 

No fodder put on board any vessel with or for the use of any 
imported stock shall on any account whatever be landed in New 
South Wales.

Nore.—It should be explained with r to these Valuation Tariffs that they 
are fixed for stated periods, by agreement between the Egyptian Customs Adminis- 
tration and the principal merchants interested in the particular trade; and that 
they may be denounced either by the merchants (or any one of them), or by the 
Customs Administration, not less than 15 days before the lapse of the period for 
which they were framed. If not so denounced, the Tariffs are tacitly renewed 
from month to month,

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UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The following is the substance of some Decisions affecting the 
Caste Customs Tariff of the United States, which have 
Seststenn recently been issued by the Treasury ‘Department 
at Washington, for the guidance of United 

States Customs Officers and others :— 

Preserved pineapples, containing only about 7 per cent. of invert 
sugar, and less than 1 per cent. of cane sugar, are dutiable as 
‘‘ pineapples preserved in their own juice,” under the last clause of 
paragraph 263 of the Tariff, at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem. 

Balata sheets and so-called “ Z'uno belting” (of which balata is 
the component material of chief value) are dutiable under paragraph 
450 of the Tariff, by similitude to manufactures of gutta-percha, at 
the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem. 


CUBA.

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NEW SOUTH WALES. 
A copy of an Act oe 16 of 1902) has heen received, through the 
olonial Office, consolidating the Acts relatin 
to wharfage and tonnage in the State ot 
Tonnage Rates New South Wales. 
‘ The above Act, which received the assent of 
Parliament on the 24th January, 1902, repeals the Wharfage and 
Tonnage Rates Act of 1880 (No. 8 of 1880), and the Tonnage 
Rates (Amendment) Act of 1899 (No. 52 of 1899), 

By the present Act “ rates may be levied upon vessels discharging 
“ their inward cargoes at any public wharf or private sufferance 
“ wharf, as follows :— 

(«) Upon every such vessel fully laden and discharging the 
whole of her cargo, a rate of $d. per ton per day ; 

(l) Upon every such vessel fully laden, discharging a portion 
only of her cargo, and on every such vessel partly laden 
discharging the whole or a portion of her cargo, a rate of 
$d. per ton per day 

*« for every day or part of a day that such vessel occupies a berth 
“ at any such wharf.” 

Vessels fully laden and discharging the whole of their cargo 
may be allowed certain free lay days. 

Vessels above 240 tons register loading at any public or private 
wharf pay a rate not exceeding 4d. per ton per day for the first 
25 days, and half the above rate thereafter. 

Vessels under 240 tuas register, and every lighter, pay a 
wharfage rate of 10s. per day or portion of a day when occupying 
a berth for loading only. 

Provision is also made for the imposition of Wharfage Rates, on 
goods landed on or cleared from any public or private sufferance 
wharf, provided that all goods arriving from any of the Australasian 
Colonies or New Zealand, landed on any public wharf and entered 
at the Custom-house for transhipment, shall be exempt from the 
payment of such rates.

BRITISH BALUCHISTAN. 


According to the “ Indian and Eastern Engineer ” for September, 
The Quetta- the complete project for the construction of the 
Nushki Railwa Quetta-Nushki Railway, as a light line capable 
¥* of being brought up to the standard of the other 
Frontier railways when circumstances justify it, has how been 
submitted by Mr. W. A. Johns, the late Engineer-in-Chief of the 
survey, and has been accepted by the Government of India. The 
length of the line is 82} miles, and the estimated cost about 
Rs. 70 lakhs, or Rs. 85,000 per mile. The route selected involves 
passing through three mountain barriers, viz., the Chiltan, the 
Mashelak, and the southern tail of the Khwaja Amran range, which 
separate the Quetta plateau from the Nushki plain by the inter- 
mediate steps of the Mastung and Sharod plains. The line leaves 
the existing Bolan section of the North-Western Railway 12 miles 
from Quetta, and three miles from Spezand station. Through the 
three mountain ridges the work is heavy, and a good permanent 
formation is provided for. Otherwise the country is comparatively 
easy, and a surface line only, capable of improvement later on, is 
at present included. The steepest grades are 1 in 50 compensated 
for curvature, and the sharpest curve has 573 ft. radius. 

Sanction has now been received from the Secretary of State to 
put in hand the Spezand tunnel (2,600 ft. long), which is five 
miles from the point of commencement, and the heavy works in 
the Sheik Wasil Gorge (miles 27 to 32) at an expenditure of about 
Rs. 4 lakbs during the current financial year, and work on them 
has been now commenced, or is about to commence. These are 
the only heavy works in the first 50 miles, and as soon as they are 
negotiated there will be no further difficulty in at ence carrying 
out the line for the entire distance. This will give immediate 
access to the Sharod plain and enable the whole line to be completed 
with speed and economy. 
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FRANCE.

Sens Beit 06 coming Session of the I'rench Parliament the 
Stesieliin advisability of creating Free Ports in France 
: will come under consideration. In all pro- 
bability a proposal will be made that there should be three such 
ports, one on the Channel, one on the Atlantic, and one on the 
Mediterranean.

According to the local press, one of the agents of the company 
stated that Pensacola offers great facilities for the above trade, as 
animals can be taken direct in the cars to the ships without trouble, 
danger, double transfer or inconvenience—a condition obtaining 
at no other port.

In the first six months of 1902 the production of all kinds of 
pig-iron in the whole of the Dominion amounted to 157,804 tons 
(of 2,240 Ibs.), as compared with 149,952 tons in the last half of 
1901, and 95,024 tons in the first half of that year. ‘The increase 
in the first half of 1902 over the last half of 1901 was 7,852 tons, 
or over 5 per cent., while the increase over the first half of 1901 
was 62,780 tons, or over 66 percent. Of the total production in 
the first half of 1902, 12,000 tons were Bessemer and low 
phosphorus, and 57,209 tons were basic pig-iron. Tne coke 
furnaces made 147,892 tons, and the charcoal furnaces 9,912 tons. 
Neither spiegeleisen nor ferromanganese has been made in Canada 
for several years.

BRITISH BALUCHISTAN. 
According to “Indian Engineering,” a good quality of coal is now 
“Coal Mines i being obtained at Khost in Baluchistan. The 
Bal “nena North-Western Railway of India works the mines. 
” The seam is nearly three feet thick with only a 


narrow 4-inch band of clay in the middle. The output during 
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March was 2,100 tons and would have been considerably more, but 
for the difficulty of obtaining labour. The local Kakar Pathan is 
now taking to work in the mines, which is a good sign, and about 
20 of them are at present employed. The tramway from the mines 
to the station at Khost is now ready. A new mine has been 
opened out at a place called Zardalu, about five miles above Khost, 
and a siding for loading trucks connected up with the main line. 


GERMANY. 


In a recent report to his Government, the United States Consul- 
General at Coburg states that a series of experi- 
ments was recently carried out at the Altenburg 
colliery, near Saarbrucken, Germany, with lime, 
tar, and carbolineum, to determine the respective 
value thereof as preservatives of mine timber against rot. Lime was 
found to be of the least value, while coal tar, although insuring 
perfect preservation of the surface of the timber, failed to protect the 
interior, which in every instance was found to be seriously attacked 
by rot. Carbolineum, however, gave excellent results, provided 
the timber coated had been previously barked and well dried.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


In its issue of 25th ult., “Engineering News” notes that the 
‘Seems Git: tite question of iron and steel slag is discussed by 
Slac in 1901 Mr. E. C. Eckel in the forthcoming ‘“ Mineral 

—* ‘ Resources of the United States, 1901.” The 
most important of the uses of slag i3 in the manufacture of 
structural material, and especially hydraulic cements. The pro- 
duction of the six or eight slag-cement establishments in the 

United States in 1901 amounted to 272,689 barrels; and two 

plants are making Portland cement from slag and limestone. 

The highly phosphatic slags produced in basic Bessemer 

converters are valuable fertilisers, and Germany sells large 

quantities of this product under the name of ‘“ Thomas silicate.” 

In the United States this product is of less commercial importance 

owing to the slighter development of the basic Bessemer steel 

industry, only about 1,000 tons of American phosphatic slag 
having been sold for fertilisers in 1901. Mineral wool is also 
largely derived from slag; though about one-half of that sold is 
made from natural rocks of different types. In 1901, 3,500 tons 
of mineral wool were made from slag in the United States. Inthe 
same year about 5,000 tons of slag were used in constructing 
macadam highways, and have proved entirely satisfactory in various 
States.

The same journal states that the natural gas production of the 
United States in 1901, according to a report 


ee of by the United States Geological Survey, was 
ataral Gas in equivalent: to 8,458,600 tons of coal, at 20,000 


cubic feet of gas equal to one ton of coal. The 
value of this gas production was 27,067,500 dols. (5,639,000/.), an 
increase in value of 14 per cent. over that of 1900. At the close 
of 1901 there were 10,297 wells producing natural gas, and in 
1901, 2,088 producing wells were drilled. Nearly 800 miles of pipe 
were laid in the year, making a total of 21,848 miles of natural 
gas mains in use, varying from 2 to 36 ins. diameter. As a source 
of power natural gas, it is said, stands at the head of the list for 
economy among fuels, both as to expense of installation and 
expense of operation. In the gas-belt, it has been lately exten- 
sively applied in creating the power by which the natural gas 
itself is compressed, when the original pressure has failed, and the 
pipes are insufficient to deliver the necessary quantity of gas at the 
well pressure. A number of these compressors work close to 
1,000 h.p., with an economy that enables eight to ten cubic feet of 
natural gas to develop one horse-power for one hour; this is a 
saving of 40 to 50 per cent. over high-duty steam engines. In 
manufacturing establishments, 1,545 report the use of natural gas; 
these include 102 iron and steel works and 219 glass works.

(2,8711.) in value for the year. The price per pound during 
1901 averaged 28 cents (ls. 2d.) as compared with 27 cents 
(1s. 13d.) in 1900, and 29 cents (1s. 2$d.)in 1899. The production 
of bromine in the world continues to be controlled by the Associated 
American Producers and by the Leopoldshall-Stassfurt convention, 
which is operative for several years to come.

With regard to section 59 of the Law which regulates the 
solicitation of orders for merchandise by tradesmen and commercial 
travellers, paragraph 1 of the present Decree states that the 
solicitation of orders beyond the limits of the domicile by the 
persons enumerated in Section 59.2 of the Law is permitted, even 
though no invitation has been received by them in the case of the 
following articles of merchandise :-— 

1. Machine plant of every description, motors and their 
component parts. 

2. Building material, inclusive of artificial stonework of every 
description, cork-plates, roofing paste board, and artificial street- 
paving material. 

3. Technical requisites for heating and lighting apparatus and 
for waterworks. 

4, Wooden blind rollers and venetian blinds. 

5. Sewing machines, typewriters, cycles. 

As regards the powers and Certificates of Identity of foreign 
commercial travellers (vide Section 59c of the Law), paragraph 14 
of the Decree states, that commercial travellers who represent 
foreign enterprises, whether industrial or commercial, in the 
Kingdoms and territories represented in the Reichsrath, are 
subjected to the same limitations and prescriptions as apply to 
commercial travellers belonging to houses established within the 
Empire, so far as they are not licensed to practise their business in 
virtue of a commercial treaty in force at the time; such foreign 
commercial travellers or independent agents, however, as are 
already authorised to pursue their profession within the Empire, in 
virtue of the Certificate of Identity prescribed in the commercial 
treaties, do not require the Certificate of Identity referred to in 
Section 2 of the present Decree.

REPORTS OF BRITISH CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE. 


Midland Chambers—A joint meeting of the Chambers of 
Commerce of Birmingham, Wolverhampton, Walsall, Dudley, 
Kidderminster, and Worcester was held at Birmingham on the 8th 
inst., to consider the recent action of the railway companies, in 
relation to demurrage and the consignment of goods at owner’s risk 
rates. Mr. F. B. Goodman, chairman of the Birmingham Chamber, 
presided. The course adopted by the companies was strongly 
condemned, and it was urged that it was calculated, if persisted in, 
to inflict serious injury on local industries. Mr. Arthur Chamberlain 
proposed, Mr. D. W. Probert seconded, and it was resolved, that a 
committee should be appointed to further consider the railway 
companies’ conditions for owner’s risk rates, with power to confer 
with the railway companies, or to take such other steps as they 
may deem desirable, and report toa subsequent meeting of the 
conference. The resolution further recommended the commercial 
community not to sign the general agreement, for goods to be 
carried at reduced rates at owner’s risk, pending the result of the 
negotiations with the railway companies.

Jt embodies in a succinct form the principal 
official data of a statistical nature with respect to the finances, 
trade, shipping, industries, agriculture, railways, and population 
of the United Kingdom, the figures for each of the previous 14 
years being given for the purposes of comparison with those for 
1901. The volume also includes statements of the rates of import 
and export duty, and of the principal inland revenue taxes levied 
in the United Kingdom. 


Factories and Workshops. Annual Report of the Chief Inspector 
for the year 1901. Part IT. Tables. [Cd.1,300.] Price 10d. 


This report, which is issued annually by the Home Office, contains 
statistics as to accidents, cases of anthrax, and of poisoning by lead, 
mercury, phosphorus and arsenic, prosecutions, &c., in connection 
with factories and workshops during the year 1901. Detailed 
statistics as to dock accidents are separately shown in this report. 
The total number of accidents in the United Kingdom reported to 
the Inspectors in 1901. was 83,760, as compared with 79,020 in 
1900. Of this total, 1,035 were fatal, as compared with 1,045 in 
the preceding year. 

The number of reported cases of lead, mercury, phosphorus and 
arsenic poisoning. and anthrax in 1901 was 936, as against 1,129 
in 1900. These figures do not include 169 cases of lead poisoning 
reported among house painters and plumbers in 1901.

This report shows that in England and Wales in 1901, there 
were 4,244 receiving orders issued, the total amount of liabilities 
being estimated at 6,794,3201., and the assets at 3,242,445. The 
number of deeds of arrangements was 3,359, liabilities being 
estimated at 4,000,441/. and assets at 2,255,012/. Compared with 
the figures of 1900 there has been a decrease of 151 in the total 
number of failures, and an increase of 51,8361. in the amount of 
liabilities in bankruptcy and under deeds of arrangement.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increas- 
ing demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, 
so far as it can be met by Government action. In deciding to establish 
this new branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recom- 
mendations contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee com- 
posed not only of representatives of the various Government Departments 
concerned, but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, 
which was appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was re- 
quested to consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and 
of disseminating among those interested prompt and accurate information 
a commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, 
and the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become 
a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, 
it is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply to all inquiries on commercial matters which may 
be addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899 ; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who 
recently acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into 
the condition and prospects of British trade in certain South American 
countries. The “ ntelli nce Branch” will endeavour, on application 
being made to it, to nous information with regard to the following sub- 
jects, viz.:—Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and 
Colonial Tariffs ; Excise and “ Consumption” duties ; Port, Harbour, and 
Tonnage dues, and other charges on Shipping; Customs Regulations; 
Consular Fees; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers; Trading Licenses; Foreign and Colonial Con- 
tracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists of Firms 
abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, §c., §¢. 
An inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, and 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Branch and intended for general in- 
formation is conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close 
of 1899, was issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly 
at the price of 1d.
